The Loomis mine, as it is generally 


known, is in reality two minc-s, Ilio 
G.-.incl Prize nntl tlr_- 1'jtoai, the former 
belonging to tha senior Loamb ami 
tko latter to the sou Charley. A shrift 
103 foct deep on the incline, has been 
sunk tti.ou the Grand Prize, and a tun- 
nel 23 feet long has been run. A cou- 
trnct to run it 100 ftet further has jnst 
been let to Joe, AYoodworlh. This will 
bring the tunnel under the shaft which 
will be eoiinectt-d v ith it in due time. 
The ledge lies paralli-1 with the slope 
of the hill, s j that by goiug down near 
the foot of tho grade and rnning a 
tunnel SW feet thj U'd^o will ba tapped 
at u depth of 10'JJ feet from th; e.-op- 
pings. ThD Po'osi h.is jnst let a contract 
to Joa \YooJ warla to siak 13 J foet, 
upon which he will b3gin work shortly.
